Jeremy, if I understand what you are asking, would one end be higher than 
the other end? 


If so, the favored direction of the dipole would be toward the lower end, 
and that might preclude you getting a good signal in all directions. 


Convention is to put the center at the highest point, and droop both ends 
the same if you cannot put the whole horizontal. If unequal heights at the 
two ends, you will have some amount of imbalance in the antenna. It may not 
be a show stopper, but something to consider. Antennas are always trade 
offs. For some applications higher is not better, you can make an antenna 
too high for the desired operational propagation. You can make a horizontal 
loop too skinny to be good contest antenna. (Ie it favors a couple of 
directions). Of course, antennas are as easy to take down as put up, if not 
easier, if it does not do what you want.

Doug Hendricks, KI6DS, mentioned the other day that analog meters 
at reasonable pricing are getting harder to find and this is just another 
data point to verify that issue. It's all going digital. 


Analog meters have never been inexpensive, from my perspective, even when I 
was a student in the 70's. BUT, there are a few good deals left (relatively 
speaking). There is a range of them from Marlin P. Jones www.mpja.com called 
"switchboard" meters that have thin pointers and are rated at 2-1/2% 
accuracy for $12.95; I bought the 100uA meter, just cause I could turn it 
into anything else I wanted. Then I saw a similar meter (bought one of these 
too, it's identical) in the All Electronics www.allelectronics.com catalog 
for a little less, $12.00. They are about 3.15" wide by 2.5" high. They come 
in all flavors, DC ammeters, voltmeters, AC voltmeters, ammeters. You can 
open ‘em up so you can make new scales for them using simple cad software. 


I, too have been looking for a reasonable meter for projects, and although 
these are too big for portable projects, they are snappy looking (not like 
the Modutec meters that have a pointer about a half mile wide)

Rod and the gang, 

Historically, the downside of the solar maximum tends to be the most 
violent in terms of sudden major flares and disruptive coronal holes. 
Many of the power failures we know about, due to a huge geomagnetic 
storm (the famous Toronto and NYC failures), occured on the DOWNSIDE 
of the solar cycle (after the maximum, heading towards the minimum). 
Some of the largest photographed flares (before the days of satellites) 
occured on the downside. The largest flare ever witnessed, the 


"grand daddy" in 1962, was on the downside (that cycle peaked in 1958). 
Everyone assumes that once you're past the maximum, the sun goes 
dormant. Not hardly. 


It is not known precisely what causes the approximate 11-year solar 
cycle. The dominant theory is the sun's interior contains these huge 
cells of swirling hot gasses. These cells are sort of like the sections 
in an orange, originating near the center and going outward towards the 
surface. In the case of the sun, there are several layers of cells 
between the center and the surface. The large cells just beneath the 
sun's surface are called the sub-surface convergence zones. Hot plasma 
gasses rise in these zones towards the surface, where they get slightly 
cooled and sink towards the bottom of the zone. Here, the interior of 
the sun heats the gasses back up, they rise to the surface, cool off and 
sink again. It is believed it takes 11 years for this cycle to occur, 
and hence the driving force behind the 11-year solar cycle. 


As the hot gasses rise, interactions with the cooler surface causes 

strong disturbances, almost like the surface of boiling water, disturbing 
the surface. These interactions also produce strong, localized magnetic 
fields that leave the sun's surface at one point, and re-enter at another. 
Where these magnetic field lines leave and enter, it tends to stablize 

the swirling gasses on the surface, allowing the immediate region to 

cool down. These cooler "blobs," where the magnetic field lines are, are 
called the "sun spots." If these magnetic field lines grow in intensity 
enough, they become strong enough to literally suck the hot gasses from 
underneath the surface outward in a small area along the field lines. 

This is a solar flare. Some photos of a flare look more like an 

elongate halo or donut. This is the gasses trapped along the field lines 
of the magnetic disturbance. Of course, such flares hurl gobs of 
electrons and sometimes protons at us at nearly the speed of light, 
causing momentary disruptions to HF. The force of the flare also produces 
a shock wave, which will hit the earth 40-60 hours later, if the trajectory 
between the flare and Earth is correct. When this shock wave hits the 
Earth, it swashes our own magnetic field and triggers a geomagnetic storm 
that often lasts for hours. 


But what about the sun AFTER the solar maximum? 


The gasses in the convergence zones are now cooling and sinking towards 
the interior of the sun. The suns surface is slowly cooling down a bit 
as these gasses are no longer heating it as before. The surface of the 
sun becomes less violent. The interactions that produce the magnetic 
field lines, and hence the sun spots, becomes more infrequent. Since 
there are numerous of these convergence cells under the suns surface, 

all doing their own thing, means the suns surface is NOT cooling down 
uniformily. Some areas remain hotter than others, some areas are cooling 
faster than others. This tends to create areas of stratification, as 


the cooler gasses sink, and the hotter gasses rise. The cooler areas 
are more dense and tend to cling together, forming continent size areas 
of cooler gasses on the suns surface. However, due to factors, such as 
the sun is rotating and hot swirling gasses are applying force to these 
huge cooler areas, the cooler areas sometimes tear or rip apart, forming 
a large hole. This is called a "coronal hole." This hole exposes the 
sun's interior to the surface momentarily ... well, for several days 
(momentarily in the grand scheme of things I guess). Out of this hole 
pours lots of energetic electrons and hot gasses (gas is heavier matter 
compared to electrons). These things get trapped by the sun's magnetic 
and gravitational fields, and ride outward from the sun along with the 
solar wind. 


If the escaping mass from a coronal hole is near the center of the sun, 
the solar wind will carry it to the Earth. It does not cause the SPEED 
of the solar wind to change, but it does cause the DENSITY of the solar 
wind to increase. When the dense particles hit the Earth, it squashes our 
magnetic field, just like the shock wave from a solar flare does, to 
produce a geomagnetic storm. The difference is the shock wave (CME) from 
a flare tends to be very impulsive, while that of a coronal hole slowly 
increases and declines over tens of hours or even days ... keeping our 
magnetic field disturbed, and the HF bands in a perpetual state of high 
noise, for hours or even days. 


The exception to this is when the Earth ENTERS the stream of particles 
from a coronal hole. The NOAA reports refer to this as "a geomagnetic 
storm is possible due to the earth entering a coronal hole stream." These 
particles are blowing out from the sun, just like a stream. When the 
earth passes through a coronal hole stream, the solar wind density can 
take a sudden jump, triggering minor to major geomagnetic storms ... just 
like a major flare can do. 


So now that we're past the solar maximum, and we all know the solar 
mechanisms that produce major flares is dying fast, there are other 
physics in motion, namely the coronal holes from the cooling sun, that 
still allows the hot gasses from the sun's interior to gush out and 

cause harm to the Earth. Different reasons, but same effect. Geomagnetic 
disturbances that cause huge electrical currents to be generated by the 
dynamo effect (our magnetic field moving in respect to our solid core). 
These electrical currents cause enhanced noise on HF ... the lower in 
frequency you go, the stronger the effect. It also produces auroras. 


So we're not out of the woods yet. We will continue to see disturbances 
on HF due to solar activity for another year or more yet. As we near the 
solar minimum, we'll see daily solar flux values in the 80's, 70's and 
the 60's. Then ... the sun is legally "the quiet sun." The higher 
frequencies are useless due to an MUF around 12-15 MHz, but the lower 
bands 30M and below, will be much quieter then they are now. 


What we are experiencing on the HF bands, following the solar maximum, 
is very, very NORMAL. We simply have to wait it out. Conditions will get 
quieter over this winter. 


But also keep in mind, not all of the noise you hear on 40M at night is 
due to the sun. How many more megawatts of power is being sent along our 
electrical power grids today than say 11 years ago? In North America 
alone? That power is not going from the generating station, along 
hundreds of miles of transmission lines, to your PC, microwave oven and 
refrigerator with 100% efficiency. Much of it is being converted into 
heat and electromagnetic fields along the transmission lines, generating 
radio emissions, thermal emissions (1/£ white noise) and impulse emissions 
(spark breakdowns across cracks in insulators, etc.). These are all 
generators of noise in the HF bands, and this is increasing year after 
year as our electrical consumption increases. 


The next time your town or city experiences a power outage, even if only 
for a few minutes, QUICKLY turn on your rig and check the noise level on 
4OM with the power out, and later when it is restored. That's happened 
to me twice while I was on the air, and the drop in noise level is 
instantly noticeable. You may not see a difference for a localized 
power failure (within a mile of your house), but you certainly will at 
larger scales. 


This is a growing concern to our HF environment. We don't need Broadband 
crap to trash the HF bands ... increasing power demands over the next 
decade, combined with aging electrical distribution systems, will have 
the same effect eventually. BPL will only make it worse, faster. 


Hopefully the above helped explain the "solar physics" behind some of 
what we are experiencing. Inspite of some of the whacko guests and 
"remote viewers" on Coast-to-Coast AM that claim this is the most violent 
solar activity ever and the sun is going crazy, and even possible it can 
soon "blow" and destroy all life on Earth as we know it ... this solar 
cycle was actually well below normal, below predictions, and it's really 
doing nothing special. The cruddy, unpredictable bands are the same ole 
crap being experienced after a solar maximum since Marconi. Simply look 
at the comparison charts between cycles and see for yourself, such as:

Dear.... 


I am extremely discouraged by the FCC's apparently positive attitude with 
regard to BPL in spite of 

the disastrous interference it would cause across the high frequency (HF) 
radio spectrum. 


As a licensed user of the HF spectrum that would be rendered unusable by 
BPL over large sections of the US, I have been watching the situation very 
closely, and do not believe that the FCC will act to protect our 
frequencies from harmful interference. 


Tests have shown that BPL (Broadband over Power Lines) will have a dire 
impact on the usability of the high frequency (HF) radio spectrum. 


As a FCC-licensed amateur radio operator, I am a frequent user of this 
spectrum, and have heard the devastation that BPL, if implemented, will 
do. The interference - constant, droning, and across all frequencies - 
makes the HF bands unusable. 


I cannot believe that the FCC would ever support such a system that 
renders useless the frequency bands used by amateurs, the military, the 
coast guard, and countless other users. 


HF radio provides a communications backbone that allows communications to 
be made independent of "assistance," such as repeaters, satellites, or 
landlines, and has been shown to provide huge benefits to countless 


millions in times of natural disaster. 
And what, exactly, would this new service provide? 


In a world of broadband via satellite, cable modem, DSL, 11, T3, and 
dialup (all o£ which cause NO interference to other services, licensed or 
otherwise), adding just ONE more broadband option, at the expense of the 
entire HF radio spectrum and all of its LICENSED users, is highly 
irresponsible. 


As a licensed extra class amateur with a master's degree in electrical 
engineering, I understand the pros and cons of this situation, and am 
outraged that this option is even being considered by my own government. 


Were I to propose such a system with such deleterious consequences at 
work, I would probably be fired for displaying very, very poor engineering 
judgment. 


Please consider the serious threat to so many licensed HF spectrum users 
and reject its implementation.

Dear Mr. Herr, 


I am writing to you out of concern for the utility of emergency 
communications on the high frequency bands (hf) should a proposal before 
the Federal Communications Commission receive approval. 


The proposal concerns the widespread implementation of BPL technology, 
that is, sending broadband data transfers over existing power lines. 
This transfer is accomplished by using hf energy as a carrier. And the 
problem is one of interference, since local transmission lines and 
residential wiring is unshielded. These delivery systems essentially act 
as transmission antennas, broadcasting wide spectrum signals throughout 
the area. Such transmissions create a noise-floor so strong as to 
wipe-out the use of hf communications. 


An extensive presentation of the evidence for this interference, 
including sound recordings of actual measured interference in test 
areas, may be found at http://www.arrl.org/tis/info/HTML/plc/d#Field 
.Included are reports on a number of tests of this technology in other 
parts of the world. In Finland, for example, field tests were suspended 
after a short time because of the severity of the interference to other 
existing communications services. How can this interference present a 
danger to Finland s communications infrastructure and not our s? 


I am a federally licensed amateur radio operator, and am engaged in 
regular training and public service in the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Service (ARES). I m sure you are aware of the many ways in which amateur 
radio operators provide redundancy in emergency situations, or are able 
to supplement existing governmental services. For example, when tropical 
storms or hurricanes threaten the continental US, amateurs maintain a 
network of reporting stations throughout the Caribbean, relaying 
real-time observations to the National Hurricane Center in Miami. All 
this is conducted on 14.335mHz, a frequency that would be rendered 


totally useless for distance communication purposes if BPL is permitted. 
If our sporadic on-call emergency services are rendered useless, imagine 
the impact on military and federal entities that use frequencies close 
by. This is a direct threat to the ability of the country to respond to 
emergencies. 


I ask that your division take a hard look at the interference issues 
surrounding BPL implementation and advise the Federal Communications 
Commission accordingly. If these services can be delivered 
interference-free, then certainly the power industry should be permitted 
to go forward. But the evidence suggests a very different scenario, one 
that imperils some of the most central means of preparing the nation for 
emergencies and assisting in recovering from disasters.

I experienced something like this, albeit less dramatic, when we set up 
in WY for QRPTTF earlier this year. It was striking how much more quiet 
the bands were in our remote location, far away from a city. There were 
several times when a station was heard and called with no result. Even 
though the station was quite strong, we figured the RX strength was 
relative, a result of the location being so "RF" quiet. We figured 
[sometimes] the other station was likely in a noisier location and could 
not hear us. 


Folks, if you've never set up in a remote location, you have got to try 
it some time, amazing what you will hear.

Here in a small rural part of Washington State the local PUD has taken on the 
project of connection fiber to every power meter in the county. Might check 
out http://www.gcpud.org/zipp/ and do some surfing. The project so far has 
about 5,000 users and has fiber passed about a third of the homes. Some 
interesting things have and are happening as the project develops. 


Each end user has an almost T-1 personal connection to use any way he wants. 
Not only Internet ISPs, but TV distribution, and Voice over IP technologies 
are being used. One VoIP vendor supplies a small box to use about 40 K of the 
total band width and a telephone allowing 24/7 unlimited calling for $40 a 
month. Only problem is no local, as yet, phone numbers so most users also 
have a cell phone. 


Its turned out several TELCOs have done everything they could to disrupt the 
project. I would think TELCOs maybe very interested in seeing BPL not become 
a standard for if it goes DSL and a lot of telephone service may go away.

Just a quick comment. I also hope you take my suggestions below as they were 
intended. 


First I *xREALLYx like this letter. It is to the point and well written. Nice 
job ! 


Second, I might change the last paragraph. It should be noted that the power 
industry is already claiming that this can be done without interference. If I 
was the target audience for this letter, and I was exposed to this letter 
below and another from the power industry that claimed that this didn't 
interfere I am not sure who(m) I would believe. 


I think it might be important to specifically address this in the polite way 
you have written the rest of this letter. 


So, aS a suggestion, perhaps it is best to specifically state, in the closing 
paragraph that the writer is aware that there has been some information that 
this does not create harmful interference imparted to the FCC and others. I 
would then emphasize that actual measurements indicate that this is not true. 


I also would consider removing the word totally from the fourth paragraph 
because superlatives can get you into trouble and aren't taken very well by 
most readers. (It can be a challenge to you to provide specific proof. And 
after all I can communicate at 1000 watts through some interference. Yes 
using 1000 watts is not practical, but using a word like "totally" does allow 
the power industry a way to counter any such argument. Another way to view 
this, is that the power industry has already thought through this argument, 
so you have to short-circuit any ability for their arguments to have merit 
before any such argument is tendered. i.e. You may only get this one chance 
to speak to any such point.) 


I would also consider adding the word "effective" between "the" and "use" in 
the last line of the first paragraph as this is the kind of emphasis that you 
want to add, and is an example of how to convey a superlative without using 
one. It allows you to put the burden of proof on the power industry. 


Hope this helps some. 


Again nice job and thanxs for sharing your letter.

Dear Mr. Herr, 


I am writing to you out of concern for the utility of emergency 
communications on the high frequency bands (hf) should a proposal before 
the Federal Communications Commission receive approval. 


The proposal concerns the widespread implementation of BPL technology, 
that is, sending broadband data transfers over existing power lines. 
This transfer is accomplished by using hf energy as a carrier. And the 
problem is one of interference, since local transmission lines and 
residential wiring is unshielded. These delivery systems essentially act 
as transmission antennas, broadcasting wide spectrum signals throughout 
the area. Such transmissions create a noise-floor so strong as to 
wipe-out the use of h£ communications. 


An extensive presentation of the evidence for this interference, 
including sound recordings of actual measured interference in test 
areas, may be found at http://www.arrl.org/tis/info/HTML/plc/d#Field 
.Included are reports on a number of tests of this technology in other 
parts of the world. In Finland, for example, field tests were suspended 
after a short time because of the severity of the interference to other 
existing communications services. How can this interference present a 
danger to Finland s communications infrastructure and not our s? 


I am a federally licensed amateur radio operator, and am engaged in 
regular training and public service in the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Service (ARES). I m sure you are aware of the many ways in which amateur 
radio operators provide redundancy in emergency situations, or are able 
to supplement existing governmental services. For example, when tropical 
storms or hurricanes threaten the continental US, amateurs maintain a 
network of reporting stations throughout the Caribbean, relaying 
real-time observations to the National Hurricane Center in Miami. All 
this is conducted on 14.335mHz, a frequency that would be rendered 
totally useless for distance communication purposes if BPL is permitted. 
If our sporadic on-call emergency services are rendered useless, imagine 
the impact on military and federal entities that use frequencies close 
by. This is a direct threat to the ability of the country to respond to 
emergencies. 


I ask that your division take a hard look at the interference issues 
surrounding BPL implementation and advise the Federal Communications 
Commission accordingly. If these services can be delivered 
interference-free, then certainly the power industry should be permitted 
to go forward. But the evidence suggests a very different scenario, one 
that imperils some of the most central means of preparing the nation for 
emergencies and assisting in recovering from disasters.

If we don't have the time or 
expertise to pursue hot issues exhaustively, we can review the 'digested' info 
provided by our watchdogs and send a personalized message to our 
representatives. And THAT MATTERS! The re-opening of the FCC media consolidation 
decision is directly attributable to the voices of folks like us. 


ARRL is our particular watchdog and it would be hard to find a better example 
than W1RFI, who goes to great length to get the facts, present them fairly, and 
then suggests action. We don't do our cause any good by sounding like a bunch of 
raving idiots, or worse, giving up with an "oh well...". Work with the system 
and it will work for us... most of the time.

Um, I feel stupid. I think I mentioned that I hadn't been on the air in 
4 years right? Well, when tuning my OHR-100A up I used my MFJ Antenna 
Tuner and it was giving me a 1 watt rating. The simple problem was that 
I had misread the 30w/300w switch and had it set to the 300w scale, 
meaning that it was reporting 10 watts (not very accurate, but what do 
you expect for a 5w signal on a 300w scale? Anyway, inadvertantly 
bumping the switch while goofing with the tuner, the next time I keyed, 
the power went to slightly over 5w! Yippie! 


Anyway, I got my OHR-100A yesterday afternoon, began work, and I 
finished it this morning. Everything is tuned up and functional. I need 
to still tweak the transmit offset and come up with a good way to set 
that accurately, but it's pretty close (by ear as the manual tells you 
to do it). 


I just wanted to thank everyone who offered suggestions on radio 
selection and also let them know that I got my radio put together and 
working great (through a dummy load). Now, tonight, I will be putting up 
my 30m dipole and we will see what hears and sounds like on the air.

Yes, typically referred to as corona. At the plant where I work, the 
transmission lines are 500 kV. That's high enough to do it. I do hear a 
pretty good roar on AM BC while driving under the lines, but don't think 
I've heard much on HF. I'll have to take a closer listen with the IC-706 in 
the truck sometime. 


That voltage (500 kV, AC, RMS) is typically the highest you'll see here in 
the US. Another common voltage is 345 kV, I think. In the West (Utah to 
California), there is a 1 million volt DC line. But that may be the only 
line like it in the US.

I ordered one of the $17 freq reference kits from 
Dieter Gentzow, W8DIZ, who owns kitsandparts.com. 


I can tell you right now. No one should order one of these 
kits until he does a couple of things. He noted to the list 
that he messed up the board. 


Well he did not catch the biggest goof of all. There is a 14-pin 
DIP but there are only 7 wholes in the board for the pins. And 
there is a ground plane on the other side of the board and you 
are going to have a problem drilling the holes yourself, much 
less getting things right. And surely we are not supposed to 

cut pins from a DIP!! Some one stayed up too late working 

on this layout. 


There are no instructions at all on what the values are (no value 
markings on the board) and how to calibrate or set it up. 


OK. I checked the web sight and there are instructions there, 
but they should be included with the kit. For $17 I'd expect no 
less. The print out of the building instructions does not print 
very readable on a black and white laser printer. The font is 
too light.... No way I want to move a computer to the lab to 
build this kit. 


This is, in my opinion, the second worst kit I've ever seen next to the old 
Radio Kit xcvr that years ago there was a contest on this reflector 
to get one to work. 


The missing holes in the board, the error Dieter already noted on the 
bottom side of the board which is corrected with a Dremel tool, 

and the shoddy job of ragged edges on two edges of the board 

where it was separated from the rest of a multiboard layout. 


So, I can not recommend this kit, even to the most experienced 
of builders. Sorry to give a negative review, but that is the way that 
I see it.
